Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant sought to further delineate the requirements of the 
Examiner with respect to the "footprint variations", "layout variations" and the like. The Supeviso indicated that he felt 
the addendum to the advisory action was correct(with minor exceptions ie claim12 and the antecedent basis of
